THE MAGIC GENIE 

One of the reasons a console organ like the 
Promenade is so easy to play is the Magic 
Génie. 1 This is the feature which lets 
inexperienced players play right away. With 
just one finger. It also lets the experienced 
musician experiment. so it* s not just a 
beginner's aid but a musician's tool also. 

There are 48, three and four-note chords available to you with 
just one finger. That means every major, minor. seventh and 
minor seventh chord can now be played with one finger. Just 
play the appropriate key on the lower keyboard (they're 
clearly marked) and touch the footswitch and the music world 
opens up to you. 

But the Magic Génie does more than just give you chords 
with one finger. It also adds the bass tones automatically. And 
you won't have to worry about the rhythms either. They. too. 
corne with the touch of a tab. Even arpeggios can be made 
simply by using one finger. You can even have them in two 
voices, either Piano or Harpsichord, the choice is yours. 

And to make ail this even smoother for you, a spécial "Chord 
Hold" feature is also incorporated into the Magic Génie. 

It's a memory circuit that will continue the bass and rhythm 
patterns after you've released a key. This helps to smooth out 
or streamline your playing while making you sound more 
professional. And it helps you through difficult passages by 
removing the silence that can often occur when you're 
changing chords or notes. 

We should mention that a myriad of voices are also included 
in the Magic Génie, like Guitar and Ukulele voices that even 
simulate the actual strumming of thèse instruments. The same 




is true for the Banjo too. And the Piano voice, you have to 
hear yourself. 

Isn't it time you inspected the Magic Génie yourself. But 
remember, a good magician never reveals his secrets. 



UPPER KEYBOARD CUSTOM VOICING 
An Orchestra for Your Home. 

A véritable orchestra is in the keyboard of the 
Promenade. The upper keyboard custom 
voicing provides such variety and diversity of 
sounds that you can make your own kind of 
music. 

Ail the pure organ voices have been included. The Flûtes, for 
instance, range from 16' to 1' with five stops inbetween, seven 
in ail. Plus two 16' voices of Trombone and Trumpet, a pair of 
8' sounds in English Horn and Kinura, not to mention a 4' 
Vox Céleste. 

To complément this range of traditional voices we've also 
included the Orchestral Symphonizer.™ With this section you 
essentially have custom voices resembling the designated 
instruments. A Grand Piano, Clavecin. Classic Guitar and 
Trumpet are examples just to give you a taste. 

We haven't even begun to talk about the effects at your calling. 
Like Wow Attack/Slow or Sustain. Vibrato or the amazing 
Automatic Organ Computer. AOC™ 

We'll go into more détail on the various sections for the upper 
keyboard voicing. But suffice it to say there's so much here 
that you have to expérience it first hand. The right hand.

LOWER KEYBOARD VOICES 

The lower keyboard of the Promenade 
provides more than mere accompaniment. Of 
course, ail the Génie E voices found on other 
Lowrey organs are included. But in addition to 
them, you'll find a few more sounds available. 

For instance, there's an 8' Vox Humana voice 
and two Flûtes of 8' and 4'. And the voices of the Orchestral 
Symphonizer™ can be coupled down to the lower keyboard. 
Now sounds like Honky-tonk Piano and Carillon can be 
played. 

Thèse voices provide a full and diverse harmony as well as 
background to your music. 

The Génie voices of Piano. Guitar. Banjo and Ukulele have 
voice controls at two settings. Normal and "Plus Organ". 
At the Normal setting, the rhythm is supplied automatically. 
The "Plus Organ" setting removes the syncopated after beats 
so you can play the Promenade as a conventional organ. 

And while bass sounds are supplied automatically by the 
Magic Génie,® you still have a choice of basses. A String Bass 
or a Guitar Bass. And you can even play them on the 
pedalboard instead of the keyboard. But that's another story. 



PRESET SOUNDS 

Have you ever wanted a certain sound or 
voice instantly? With preset sounds you can 
have almost any voice with the push of a 
button. 

That's how easy it is to get a Harpsichord voice 
or a Piccolo sound. And if sounds are what you 
had in mind, then you can have Symphonie Wow added just 
as easily. 

On the Lowrey Promenade, there are a number of preset 
sounds and effects available to you. You can have them now, 
or later. Instantly. There are even three Flûte presets so you 
can have the pure sound of the Promenade's Flûtes in three 
différent registrations right away. 

So if you want a voice or effect on the Promenade, you can 
have it immediately. Just by pressing a button. 



GENIE SYMPHONIC RHYTHM™ 

The Génie Symphonie Rhythm™ section is truly an amazing 
reality of technology incorporated in the Promenade. Ifs how 
we manage to put 15 distinctive rhythm patterns in an 
electronic organ. 

You can play any kind of music you please. And the 
Promenade automatically supplies the proper rhythm for that 
music. If you want a Bossa Nova beat, press tne Bossa Nova 
button. The same is true for Rhumba or Waltz or country 
music. 




Another amazing aspect to Génie Symphonie Rhythm is its 
versatility. You can cancel the snare sound if you want by 
touching the Snare Cancel button. You can control the reverb 
and sustain length, vibrato depth and speed ail with slide 
controls. 

The controls are almost as endless as the sélection of rhythms. 
You can even control the Rhythm's speed, balance and 
volume. Ail this in one section. And you thought génies only 
made magie. 



ORCHESTRAL SYMPHONIZER™ 

One reason you'll ne ver grow tired of your Lowrey 
Promenade is you'll never get tired of the sounds you 
can make. 

The Orchestral Symphonizer™ is a major factor in the 
Promenade's sound because it provides you with 16 différent 
sounds. Or 16 différent instruments. You can play a grand 
piano simply by pressing the Grand Piano button. The same 
is true for the Trombone. Or the Saxophone. Ail of thèse 
voices are available on the keyboard. 

What's also amazing is they're not restricted to just one 
keyboard. You can couple the Orchestral Symphonizer's 
voices to the lower keyboard or even the pedalboard. This 
way you essentially create a "polyphonie" effect. If you'd 
rather just play on the lower keyboard you can cancel the 
voices from upper and continue to play other sounds there. 

This is another feature which adds to the fun of playing. As 
well as adding to the variety of sounds. There's no hocus- 
pocus involved, just simple magie. 



THE GOLDEN HARP™ 

If you're a novice on the keyboard you 
probably won't be able to play arpeggios the 
way you've heard a seasoned player do. And if 
you're a seasoned player, you probably 
realize how difficult arpeggios are when you're 
playing the melody and accompaniment. 

But the Lowrey Golden Harp™ can remedy the problem a 
novice faces and give the experienced player a véritable 
extra hand. 

The Golden Harp makes arpeggios, automatically and with 
just one-finger. Impossible? Not so. The amazing facet to the 
Golden Harp is not that it just makes arpeggios, but that it 
makes them in five variations. 





Now you can have arpeggios up or down; or up and down in 
two or three octaves. Not only that, but the Virtuoso feature 
of the Golden Harp adds even more variety to an arpeggio. 
By altering the pattern, the Virtuoso gives the four patterns 
a distinctively différent rhythm. 

And speaking of rhythms, you can synchronize the Golden 
Harp to the Génie Symphonie Rhythm™ section. This way 
your arpeggios will be in perfect time and speed with your 
selected rhythm. 

Perfect. 

SYMPHONIC STRINGS™ 

In the center of the control panel, you'll find 
a séries of five yellow tabs. This is the 
Symphonie Strings™ section of the Promenade. 
And if s an amazing aspect of Lowrey organs. 
Actually it's an amazing feature for any organ. 
and only Lowrey has Symphonie Strings 

There are five gorgeous string sounds in voices of Cello. Viola 
and Violina which are split between the upper and lower 
keyboards. They are registered in settings of 8' and 4\ with 
a deep 16' stop for the upper manual. 

What this section does is truly phénoménal. The string sounds 
which emanate from the Promenade's Symphonie Strings are 
perhaps the richest, full-bodied and realistic string sounds 
made by an electronic organ today. Bar none. 

Other organ manufacturers have "string" sounds on their 
instruments, but no one else has the Symphonie String 
section. And therefore, no one else has symphonie string 
sounds except Lowrey. 

Take note that you can play thèse five voices together, in 
combination with other voices or effects or solo. Multi- 
fonction is yet another aspect. 

The Symphonie Strings section. It's the next thing to real 
string sounds. 



BASS SOUNDS. 

There is more than one bass sound to the Promenade. You 
should expect this on an organ of this stature. But what you 
might not expect is the multiplicity of bass sounds and the 
différent ways you can make them. 

Take the pedalboard. There are 25 notes and you have a 
choice of either a Guitar Bass or a 16' Diaphone, just to name 
a few. The normal bass notes can be registered at 1 6 or 8'. 

There are more features and effects you can add to your 
playing. Like a Pedal Sustain which lingers the tone, and 
Pedal Wow for more interesting effects. 

With ail the sounds on the keyboard, it's nice to know we still 
remembered the bass tones. AH of them. 




SOUND CONSIDERATIONS. 

We've gone to great lengths to ensure your 
Lowrey Promenade sounds good. Actually, to 
ensure your sounds, sound just as good as 
they ought to. 

That' s why we've incorporated a four-channel 
sound system into every Promenade. Four 
high-performance amplifiers push the sound through four 
separate speaker channels. This results in a better séparation 
of sounds, clearer tone and unmitigated quality in a built-in 
sound system. 

We included two 12-inch heavy duty bass speakers (which 
happen to be high-efficiency) and enclosed them in a sealed 
acoustic tone chamber; plus a pair of 6" x 9" speakers and a 
8-inch midrange. To compliment ail of this and to add a 
théâtre sound quality to the Promenade, a heavy-duty Leslie 
speaker is also built-in. 

Listen to the sound. Better yet, listen to the quality. 



AOC™ 

The Incomparable Automatic Organ Computer. 

The Promenade wouldn't be a complète instrument if it 
didn't offer the exclusive and renowned Automatic Organ 
Computer, AOC™ 

Quite simply, AOC hailed the new era of simple playing. It 
truly brought a dramatic innovation to the way music could 
be played on an electronic organ. 

It multiplies the music you make. Whether it's one-finger, 
three or more, AOC takes that sound and multiplies it. If 
you're playing solo, press the AOC tab and suddenly you 
have an ensemble. Play a three-note chord and it sounds like 
a virtual orchestra. The more fingers you play with, the 
greater, or fuller the sound. 

What's just as important is AOC is a feature for both the 
experienced player as well as the beginner. Each player can 
use it in their own way. 

The Automatic Organ Computer. Lowrey invented it. It's 
another part of Lowrey Magic. Expérience it today. 



THE LOWREY GLIDE 

This is a feature that's been a part of ail Lowrey organs for 
years. The Lowrey Glide. And the reason is simple. It's one 
of the most popular. 

The Lowrey Glide lets you bend notes or glide from note to 
note. It is, of course, a unique effect, but what's more 
important is it allows expression in your playing. Now you 
can simulate the actual character of a Hawaiian guitar, or the 
gentle slide of a trombone. 

We've been including the Lowrey Glide in our organs for 
years. Because people who have already experienced Lowrey 
Magic demand it. And those who haven't, well, we'd like you 
to try it. We think you'll agrée it's a feature you can't do 
without.
